KYTC and KSP team up to combat crime 
of copper wire theft on highways 


The Kentucky Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet (KYTC) 
and Kentucky State Police 
(KSP) are joining forces 
and offering a reward to 
attack a crime that is cost¬ 
ing Kentucky taxpayers 
millions of dollars - theft of 
copper wire from highway 
lighting systems. 

“The crime of copper 
wire theft from lights that 
illuminate our roadways is 



literally highway robbery 
of Kentucky drivers,” KSP 
Major Mike Crawford said 
at a news conference today. 
“This type of theft results 
in damage that far exceeds 
the salvage value of the 
wire.” 

Nancy Albright, deputy 
state highway engineer in 
charge of operations and 
maintenance, said KYTC 
engineers estimate that the 
thieves have caused at least 
$2 million in damages in 
the last four years. In 2014 


alone, thieves have pil¬ 
laged entrance and exit 
ramp lights on our inter¬ 
state highways at least 37 
times. 

“The cost of replacing 
wiring and repairing van¬ 
dalized lights comes from 
the cabinet’s highway 
maintenance budget,” 
Albright said. “In other 
words, motor-fuels tax 
money that Kentucky driv¬ 
ers pay at the pump - money 
that we need for such work

School Board to purchase buses

In the October 16, 2014 
meeting of the Pendleton 
County Board of Education 
a motion was made to pur¬ 
chase two new school 
buses for $195,114. One 
was a regular bus, the other 
was a special needs bus. 
The motion received a sec¬ 
ond and the vote to pur¬ 
chase was two over one. 
Due to the fact that only 
three board members were 
present and that it takes 
three members voting in 
favor of an item to pass it 
the motion did not pass. 
The matter was postponed 
until the Board’s next meet¬ 
ing. 

In the October 30 meet¬ 
ing a motion was made by 
Daryl Mullins to purchase 
the two buses. Tony Spence 
gave a second to the 
motion. Shawn Nordheim 
made a motion to amend 
the original motion. Her 
amendment was to buy the 
special needs bus only, to 
subtract the regular bus 
from the purchase. Nord¬ 
heim’s motion died for lack 
of a second. In regard to the 
original motion Tony Spen¬ 
ce, Daryl Mullins and Wil¬ 
liam Verax voted (Yes). 
Shawn Nordheim voted 
(No). Thus, the motion 
passed by a vote of three 
over one. 

A motion was made to 
finance the school bus pur¬ 


chases through the Ken¬ 
tucky Interlocal School 
Transportation Association 
(KISTA) Agreement. The 
motion was given a second. 
Board member Shawn Nor¬ 
dheim said that although 
she voted (No) on the 
motion to purchase she 
knew the buses had to be 
paid for. So, she would 
vote (Yes) to the use of 
KISTA. All four board 
members voted (Yes) to the 
motion. Chairman of the 
Board Mark Ross was 
absent. William Verax was 
acting chairman. 

Other business conduct¬ 
ed by the Pendleton County 
Board of Education in the 
October 30, 2014 meeting: 

The Board and Superin¬ 
tendent Strong discussed 
hiring policies and proce¬ 
dures regarding physical 
examinations and back¬ 
ground checks for certified 
and classified employees. 
Random drug testing was 
also discussed. The super¬ 
intendent suggested that 
Policy Services should be 
consulted in reference to 
rules and regulations that 
apply to paraprofessionals 
such as assistant coaches. 

The Board discussed 
the setting of the school 
calendar. The issue with the 
2015-16 calendar is that 
KDE regulation requires 
you to show the number of 
make-up days missed in the 
prior year. This will require 


the district to have 23 
makeup days listed. Strong 
asked the board for guid¬ 
ance on when was the earli¬ 
est they would consider 
starting and the last that 
they would want the last 
make up day to be in the 
calendar. Based on the 
board’s discussion Super¬ 
intendent Strong will bring 
back to the Board options 
that will start no earlier 
than August 3 and end no 
later than June 10 including 
makeup days. 

The Board approved a 
motion that allowed Antho¬ 
ny Strong to contact the 
Kentucky Department of 
Education (KDE) with the 
information that the Pend¬ 
leton County Board of 
Education would use the 
New Superintendent Pro¬ 
fessional Growth Effective 
System (SPGES) to evalu¬ 
ate its superintendent start¬ 
ing in 2015. 

The Board and Superin¬ 
tendent Strong discussed 
the KDE Staffing Alloca¬ 
tion Formula in compari¬ 
son to the local allocation 
formula in regards to 
Southern, Northern, Sharp 
and Pendleton County 
High School. 

The Pendleton County 
Board of Education went 
into a closed session to dis¬ 
cuss the future purchase or 
sale of real property. When 
the Board returned to open 
forum no action was taken.

as snow and ice removal, 
potholes and guardrail repair 
- instead has to be spent to 
remediate crime scenes.” 

Also of concern is the 
safety of motorists. “Imagine 
the difficulty for a driver 
who has to navigate an inter¬ 
change - possibly an unfa¬ 
miliar interchange - in great¬ 
er darkness,” Albright said. 

To fight back, the two 
agencies have announced a 
reward of up to $2,500, paid 
from KYTC maintenance 
funds, for information lead¬ 
ing to arrest and conviction 
of those responsible for cop¬ 
per wire theft from highway 
lights. They also joined in 
making a public appeal to 
metal recyclers for assistance 
in identifying anyone trying 
to sell the stolen copper. 

“We are actively seeking 
help from the recycling 
industry in fighting this par¬ 
ticular crime,” Crawford 
said. “But the offer of a 
reward is open to any and all 
citizens who can provide the 
information necessary for a 
successful criminal prosecu¬ 
tion. Getting that informa¬ 
tion may begin with an alert 
motorist who notices suspi¬ 
cious activity around high¬ 
way lights and reports it to 
us. And their identities can 
be kept confidential.” 

KYTC Acting Inspector 
General Mike Duncan said 
no one except an authorized 
work crew should be access¬ 


ing interstate lights. “And a 
legitimate crew will be easy 
to recognize,” Duncan said. 

Work crew personnel will 
be in clearly marked vehicles 
from KYTC or the cabinets 
two electrical maintenance 
contractors - Arrow Electric 
Co. and Davis H. Elliott Co. 
Contractor employees are 
likely to be working from a 
service truck, characterized 
by side-mounted bins, or a 
“bucket” truck. Vehicles will 
utilize flashing lights while at 
work.

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Recognize, thank, and honor veterans

Every Veterans Day we 
are reminded to recognize, 
thank and honor our 
nations heroes. It’s a day 
about honoring those mili¬ 
tary veterans in our families, 
at work, and in our com¬ 
munities. It’s also a day that 
serves to teach our younger 
generations about respect¬ 
ing sacrifice, service, and 
the price of freedom. We 
must do this at least once a 
year for many reasons, one 
of which is because 50 years 
ago we, as a nation, 
embarked upon a period in 
our history where we failed 
so miserably to honor and 
show respect to those men 
and women we sent to bat¬ 
tle in Vietnam upon the 
signing of the Gulf of 
Tonkin Resolution. 

This year the Kentucky 
Department of Veterans 
Affairs is keeping our prom¬ 
ise to honor those Vietnam 
Veterans thru the 50th Viet¬ 
nam Anniversary Com¬ 
memoration. 

Here in the Common¬ 
wealth we have approxi¬ 
mately 116,000 Vietnam 
Veterans. About 8,000 of 
those are women, and about 
8,000 are African-American 
or Hispanic. They live and 
work in all 120 counties. 
They, like many groups of 
veterans we have honored, 
are worthy of the 12-year- 
long Commemoration 
Congress ordered the Secre¬ 
tary of Defense to imple¬ 
ment. 


Some of the objectives of 
the 50th Anniversary Viet¬ 
nam War Commemoration, 
which runs from 2013 to 
2025, are:

2. To highlight the ser¬ 
vice of the Armed Forces 
during the Vietnam War 
and the contributions of 
Federal agencies and gov¬ 
ernmental and non-govern¬ 
mental organizations that 
served with, or in support 
of, the Armed Forces. 

3. To pay tribute to the 
contributions made on the 
home front by the people of 
the United States during the 
Vietnam War. 

4. To highlight the 
advances in technology, sci¬ 
ence, and medicine related 
to military research con¬ 
ducted during the Vietnam 
War. 

5. To recognize the con¬ 
tributions and sacrifices 
made by the allies of the 
United States during the 
Vietnam War. 

Kentucky is proud to be 
an official Commemorative 
Partner, and the Kentucky 
Department of Veterans 
Affairs is proud to be the 
lead agency in fulfilling 
Kentucky’s responsibilities 
as a Commemorative Part¬ 
ner. 

Already this year, KDVA 


has launched the Common¬ 
wealth’s Commemoration 
with an event at the Ken¬ 
tucky Vietnam Veterans 
Memorial on September 25, 
attended by more than 500 
Vietnam Veterans, family 
and friends.

Here are the latest scams 
and bad business from the Bet¬ 
ter Business Bureau’s (BBB) 
November 2014 hot topics! 

• Receive a text from The 
Credit Union Center with an 
alert that your VISA/Debit 
Card has been temporarily fro¬ 
zen? Delete it! It is a scam! The 
text advises you to call a num¬ 
ber, then you are told if you 
want to reactivate your card, 
you need to enter your 16 digit 
credit card number. 

• If you receive a postcard 
from the National Processing 
Center, out of Washington, 
DC, you may want to throw it 
out. A local consumer received 
one, on insurance services. The 
company, which markets offers 
from various companies, has 
an “F” rating with BBB. Con¬ 
sumers complain the mailings 
lack information about the 
sender, other than the Wash¬ 
ington, DC address. 

• If you receive a subscrip¬ 
tion renewal for your local 
newspaper in the mail, and the 
price seems higher, and it asks 
for payment upfront, it could 
be a scam. Con artists are 
sending out fake renewal 
notices across the country, 


hoping to trick subscribers. 
Contact your local newspaper 
directly. 

• “Creations by Pammie” is 
an internet-based business that 
offers handmade wedding 
flower bouquets made out of 
ribbon, fabric, and paper - a 
bouquet to treasure long after 
one’s wedding day. BBB has 
received numerous complaints 
against the company, from 
brides-to-be, who say they 
never received their order. Be 
sure to check out a business 
first at bbb.org. 

• Beware of Veterans Day 
scams! Scams that target veter¬ 
ans can include: “Special deals” 
for vets; Scammers pretend to 
be from the Veterans Adminis¬ 
tration, asking for personal 
information to “update” 
records; False investment 
advice; and charging for mili¬ 
tary records, when they are 
available for free. Also, donors 
need to be wary of charities 
who solicit funds they claim 
will go to veterans’ causes. 
Check out the charity first at 


give.org. 

• Be a smart Black Friday 
shopper! Set a budget and stick 
to it. Research where the sales 


will be - and compare prices. 
Beware of false advertising, 
with “too-good-to-be-true” 
prices. Check out the store’s 
return/exchange policy before 
you buy. Keep all receipts. 
And, beware of theft. Keep 
your personal belongings close 
when shopping. 

• When shopping online 
on Cyber Monday, be sure 
your computer is protected, 
use strong and unique pass¬ 
words, only connect to secure 
Wi-Fi networks (since you will 
be sharing personal informa¬ 
tion), shop trustworthy sites, 
beware of deals that sound too- 
good-to-be true, confirm your 
purchase is on a secure site, 
and pay with a credit card - it 
is easier to dispute the charges.

Natural gas costs increase only slightly 


Natural gas costs at the 
start of the 2014-2015 heat¬ 
ing season will be only 
slightly higher than last year, 
the Kentucky Public Service 
Commission (PSC) has said. 

Gas prices remain well 
below the peak reached in 
2008, the PSC said. 

On average, Kentucky 
customers can expect to pay 
about 4.58 percent more this 
November than last, based 
on consumption of 10,000 
cubic feet of natural gas. The 
average total bill for 10,000 
cubic feet - including base 
rates - is projected to be 
about $106.48. 

That is down more than 
$44 since November of 2008 
- a decrease of 29 percent. 
The lower cost of natural gas 
has more than offset increas¬ 
es in base rates over that 


time. 

Weather - not price - is 
the dominant factor in deter¬ 
mining the amount of ener¬ 
gy that consumers use to 
heat their homes and thus 
the size of their heating bill. 

Whatever the weather, 
the best weapon consumers 
have to manage their energy 
costs is to take steps to 
reduce consumption, he 
said. 

Natural gas costs this year 
are, on average, about 3.7 
percent higher than a year 
ago. Two of Kentucky’s five 
large natural gas distribution 
companies have received a 
base rate increase in the last 
12 months, which is why the 
overall average increase is 
higher than the average 
increase in the cost of gas 
itself. 

The commodity cost of 
natural gas makes up the 
largest portion of retail gas 
bills during the heating sea¬ 
son. The commodity cost is 
passed through to consumers 
on a dollar-for-dollar basis 
by local distribution compa¬ 
nies. 

Changes in individual 
ratepayer bills will vary by 
company and customer 
usage. 


Wholesale prices over the 
last six years have not 
approached the peak prices 
seen since a sharp upward 
turn in 2008. Prices declined 
even more abruptly during 
the economic downturn in 
2009, and have remained 
relatively stable since then. 

By federal law, natural 
gas prices are not regulated at 
the wholesale level and gen¬ 
erally fluctuate with supply 
and demand. Under Ken¬ 
tucky law, gas companies are 
entitled to recover the whole¬ 
sale cost of the gas delivered 
to customers, including the 
fees they pay to interstate 
pipelines to transport the gas 
to their retail distribution 
systems. Companies are not 
allowed to earn a profit on 
their gas commodity costs. 
The companies’ gas cost 
adjustments are reviewed by 
the PSC to make sure they 
accurately reflect the cost of 
natural gas. 

About half of the natural 
gas used for winter heating is 
put into storage in the sum¬ 
mer. The price at which it 
was purchased is the price 
passed through to consum¬ 
ers. Until the last decade, 
natural gas prices typically 
were considerably lower in 
the summer than in the win¬ 
ter. That gap has narrowed in 
recent years, due in large part 
to the increased use of natu¬ 
ral gas to generate electricity. 

Kentucky’s five major 
natural gas distribution com¬ 
panies expect their adjusted 
wholesale cost this Novem¬ 
ber to be, on average, $6.17 
per 1,000 cubic feet (mcf). 
That is up $0.22 (3.7 per¬ 
cent) from an average of 
$5.95 per mcf a year ago. 

In August 2008, the aver¬ 
age adjusted wholesale cost 
peaked at $15.17 per mcf. 

The commodity cost of 
natural gas now accounts for 
more than half of a typical 
consumer’s winter bill. A 
typical Kentucky customer 
using 10 mcf next month 
will pay a total monthly bill 
of $106.48, up $4.67 - or 


about 4.6 percent - from the 
$101.81 average bill a year 
ago. The average cost of gas 
for that typical customer is 
$61.70. 

The projected increase is 
an average for Kentucky’s 
five major local natural gas 
distribution companies as of 
November. It will change as 
companies make further 
wholesale cost adjustments 
throughout the heating sea¬ 
son. 

Wholesale costs and base 
rates vary by company. The 
base rates reflect a utility’s 
day-to-day operating costs, 
including the cost of deliver¬ 
ing gas, as well as a return on 
equity for company share¬ 
holders. 

The five major natural 
gas distribution companies 
in Kentucky are Atmos 
Energy, Columbia Gas of 
Kentucky Inc., Delta Natu¬ 
ral Gas Co. Inc., Louisville 
Gas and Electric Co. and 
Duke Energy Kentucky Inc. 
Together the five companies 
serve more than 750,000 
customers in Kentucky and 
deliver about 176 billion 
cubic feet of gas annually. 

About 44 percent of 
Kentuckians heat their 
homes with natural gas. For 
those who heat with propane 
(10 percent) or fuel oil (3 
percent), prices are expected 
to be lower than last year, 
according to the U.S. Energy 
Information Administration. 

The 39 percent of Ken¬ 
tuckians who use electric 
heat are likely to see some¬ 
what higher bills on average 
this winter, in part because 
one of Kentucky’s largest 
electric utilities had a rate 
increase in the last year. 

Although fuel prices have 
been relatively stable in 
recent years, many Kentuck¬ 
ians still struggle to pay their 
heating bills. Heating assis¬ 
tance is available from local 
community action agencies 
and from utility companies, 
but funds are limited and 
sometimes run out during 
the heating season.

Don’t hide 
from your bills 

If you are having trouble 
paying a bill, contact the com¬ 
pany immediately to work out 
a payment plan. Whatever 
you do, do not ignore letters 
and calls from your creditors, 
according to the Kentucky 
Higher Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA). 

It is best to explain every¬ 
thing in a letter so you have a 
written record. Before writing 
the letter look at your finances 
to come up with a payment 
amount you can handle. That 
lets your creditor know you 
still plan to pay what you owe 
and will pay as much as pos¬ 
sible during your financial 
crunch. 

Most companies will work 
with you if you are up front 
about your difficulties. Ask if 
your creditor will waive any 
penalties and will extend your 
payment period if you are in a 
tight money situation.

Students eligible for free lunch 
can earn KEES awards 


Kentucky high school 
students who qualify for free 
or reduced lunches can earn 
additional Kentucky Educa¬ 
tional Excellence Scholar¬ 
ship (KEES) awards by scor¬ 
ing well on Advanced Place¬ 
ment (AP) and International 
Baccalaureate (IB) exams. 

A student has to qualify 
for the free or reduced-price 
lunch program only one 
year during high school to 
be eligible for these bonus 
awards. 

Each AP exam score of 3, 
4 or 5 achieved by an eligi¬ 
ble student will earn the 
student a KEES bonus of 
$200, $250 or $300 respec¬ 


tively. The same amounts are 
available for each IB exam 
score of 5, 6 or 7 earned by 
an eligible student. 

There is no limit to the 
number of AP or IB bonus 
awards a student can earn. 

In addition, AP and IB class¬ 
es carry extra weight when 
KHEAA figures grade point 
averages for yearly KEES 
base awards. An A in an AP 
or IB class is worth 5 points, 
not 4, for KEES purposes. 

KHEAA is the state 
agency that administers 
KEES, need-based grants 
and other programs to help 
students pay their higher 
education expenses.

Modern gun season for 
deer opened Saturday, 
November 8. Outdoors 
enthusiasts who witness any 
illegal hunting activity are 
encouraged to report it to 
the Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. 

“If people have any com¬ 
plaints or see any violations 
such as trespass or poaching, 
they are encouraged to call 
1-8 00-2 5ALERT (1-800- 
252-5378),” said Hank Pat¬ 
ton, director of law enforce¬ 
ment for Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife. 

Patton explained these 
calls now go through the 
Kentucky State Police dis¬ 
patch system and are then 
routed to conservation offi¬ 


cers in the field. 

Poaching a deer, elk or 
bear is a serious crime in 
Kentucky. Poachers may be 
fined up to $1,000 and 
spend up to a year in jail 
upon conviction. Violators 
must also pay restitution 
costs for the animal 
poached. 

“You can be assessed 
civil penalties in addition to 
restitution costs and fines,” 
Patton said. “Poaching a 
deer, elk, bear, turkey or 
bobcat in Kentucky is a big 
deal.” 

Convicted poachers also 
forfeit their hunting privi¬ 
leges for as long as three 
years. “Kentucky is a mem¬ 
ber of the Interstate Wildlife 
Violators Compact,” Patton 


said. “Loss of hunting privi¬ 
leges in Kentucky results in 
the loss of privileges in 41 
additional states.” 

Those who witness and 
report someone poaching an 
elk may receive an award as 
well. “We have a program 
for those who report an elk 
poacher,” said Gabe Jenkins, 
deer and elk program coor¬ 
dinator for Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife. “They will 
receive a $1,000 reward 
upon conviction of the elk 
poacher.” 

If you see someone 
poaching or committing 
other wildlife violations, 
don’t hesitate to report it. 
Actions that you take now 
can make for better hunting 
for everyone in the future.

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Leftover turkey talk 


The holidays are quickly 
approaching, and with 
them, the season of great 
eating. Soon, you’ll have 
more turkey and dressing 
than you’ll know what to do 
with. 

It’s a great idea to save 
your Thanksgiving left¬ 
overs, as it stretches your 
holiday food dollars and 
provides quick meals for 
your family. Leftovers must 
be stored and reheated safe¬ 
ly to prevent foodborne ill¬ 
nesses. Follow these tips to 
ensure your leftovers are safe 
to eat: 

Refrigerate leftovers within 
two hours of the food sit¬ 
ting at room temperature. 
Bacteria grow best at tem¬ 
peratures between 40 and 
140 degrees F. Use an appli¬ 
ance thermometer to make 
sure your refrigerator is set 
below 40 degrees. 

For quicker cooling, 
divide leftovers into smaller 
portions in shallow contain¬ 
ers. Place the hot food 
directly into the refrigerator. 
Once you are ready to eat 
your leftovers, reheat them 
so the internal temperature 
of the food reaches 165 
degrees F. Check the tem¬ 
perature with a food ther¬ 
mometer. Safely reheat 
soups, sauces and gravies by 
bringing them to a boil. 

When reheating in a 
microwave, make sure there 
are no cold spots in the food 
where bacteria could sur¬ 
vive. Stir and rotate food for 
even heating. 

Eat or freeze any remain¬ 


ing leftovers within three to 
four days. Consume or 
freeze gravy within two 
days. 

You can prepare many 
delicious leftovers from 
your Thanksgiving meal. 
Here’s a recipe suggestion 
from the University of Ken¬ 
tucky Cooperative Exten¬ 
sion Service: 

Leftover Thanksgiving 
Casserole 
Servings: 6 

Ingredients 

1 package of stuffing mix (6 
ounces) 

2 Vi cups cubed, cooked 
turkey or chicken 

2 cups frozen cut green 
beans, thawed or 1 can 
(14.5 ounces) vegetables of 
your choice 

1 jar (12 ounces) turkey 
gravy or 1 can cream of 
chicken soup. 

Directions 

1. Preheat oven to 350 F 

2. Prepare stuffing mix 
according to package direc¬ 
tions. Transfer to a greased 
2-quart casserole dish. 

3. Top with turkey, green 
beans and gravy. 

4. Cover and bake for 30-35 
minutes or until heated 
through, or microwave 
10-12 minutes on high.

Kentucky beef checkoff 
vote is November 20 


For more than thirty 
years, Kentucky farmers 
have supported the beef 
industry through a per- 
head checkoff program. 
When it began in 1976, 
the checkoff was 10 cents 
per head. The passage of 
the 1985 Farm Bill 
replaced with state pro¬ 
gram with a Federal Beef 
Checkoff program of $1 
per head when a beef ani¬ 
mal is sold during its life¬ 
time. Half of the money 
comes back to Kentucky to 
support state beef promo¬ 
tion through the Kentucky 
Beef Council. 

When the Federal pro¬ 
gram was threatening to 
end in 2004, Kentucky 
producers overwhelmingly 
supported reinstating a 
state checkoff and even an 
additional checkoff if the 
Federal program stayed 
intact. 

In May 2014, the Ken¬ 
tucky Cattlemen’s Associa¬ 
tion appointed a Kentucky 
Beef Checkoff Task Force. 
This group made an appli¬ 
cation to the Kentucky 
Board of Agriculture 
requesting a referendum to 
add an additional $1 state 
beef checkoff program in 
the state. 

Many producers believe 
this unique checkoff will 
strengthen beef demand 
not only in Kentucky, but 
across the country and 
beyond. The funds will 
allow Kentucky beef pro- 


USDA extends Dairy Margin Protection 
Program deadlines until December 5 


Agriculture Secretary 
Tom Vilsack, speaking at 
the National Milk Produc¬ 
ers Federation annual 
meeting, announced 
extended deadlines for the 
dairy Margin Protection 
Program. Farmers now 
have until Dec. 5, 2014, to 
enroll in the voluntary 
program, established by 
the 2014 Farm Bill. The 
program provides financial 
assistance to participating 
farmers when the margin 
— the difference between 
the price of milk and feed 
costs — falls below the cov¬ 
erage level selected by the 
farmer. 

“We want dairy pro¬ 
ducers to have enough 
time to make thoughtful 
and well-studied choices,” 
said Vilsack. “Markets 
change and the Margin 
Protection Program can 
help protect dairy produc¬ 
ers from those changes.” 

Vilsack encouraged 
producers to use the online 
Web resource at www.fsa. 
usda.gov/mpptool to cal¬ 
culate the best levels of 
coverage for their dairy 


operation. “Historical sce¬ 
narios also can be explored 
to see how the Margin 
Protection Program would 
function should poor mar¬ 
ket conditions occur again 
in the future,” said Vilsack. 
The secure website can be 
accessed via computer, 
smartphone or tablet. 

The U.S. Department 
of Agriculture (USDA) 
also extended the opportu¬ 
nity for public comments 
on both the Margin Pro¬ 
tection Program and the 
Dairy Product Donation 
Program until Dec. 15, 
2014. 

“USDA is committed 
to creating strong oppor¬ 
tunities for the next gen¬ 
eration of farmers and 
ranchers. When dairy pro¬ 
ducers bring new family 
members into the busi¬ 
ness, these changes could 
affect safety net coverage,” 
said Vilsack. “If our cur¬ 
rent rules hinder intergen- 
erational changes or if 
improvements are needed 
in these programs, then we 
want to hear from dairy 
producers.”

The vote will take place 
November 20 at the Pend¬ 
leton County Extension 
Office. 

Voting is open to all 
producers of bovine ani¬ 
mals involved in the mar¬ 
keting or sale of bovine 
animals in Kentucky. If the 
referendum passes, the 
Kentucky Beef Promotion 
Council will take on the 
responsibility of overseeing 
the funds. This council is 
made up of beef and dairy 
producers and industry 
professionals.

Cell phones and young people 


Technology has 

advanced at such a rapid 
pace that our lives are very 
different than they were 
even 10 years ago. Respon¬ 
sible technology usage is 
now a conversation you 
must have with your child. 

Ten years ago, some high 
school students had cell 
phones, but in 2010, a study 
revealed that 58 percent of 
all 12-year-olds had a cell 
phone. 

While cell phones are an 
easy way for you to stay in 
contact with your child, 
they do come with their 
own sets of risks. As a par¬ 
ent, it’s your responsibility 
to teach your child how to 
wisely and safely use a cell 
phone before they receive 
one. Establish rules of when 
and how the phone should 
be used and acceptable web¬ 
sites and apps. Remind 
them to think before they 
text. While texting may 
seem more private than 
social media, pictures and 
texts can easily be forwarded 
and put on social media. 
Insist that they never 
respond to any texts, friend 
requests or calls from 
unknown numbers. Encour¬ 


age them not to put their 
cell phone number or pass¬ 
word anywhere online. 

Review cell phone 
records for any unknown 
numbers or late night calls 
or texts made to your child’s 
phone. Cell phone providers 
may offer additional securi¬ 
ty measures. Contact your 
provider to learn about any 
additional protections that 
they offer. 

Age should not deter¬ 
mine when your child 
receives a cell phone; your 
and your child’s unique situ¬ 
ation should. You should 
consider whether a cell 
phone is needed to commu¬ 
nicate more easily with your 
child and that your child 
can use the phone responsi¬ 
bly. Make sure your child 
understands the rules that 
come with using a cell 
phone and the consequenc¬ 
es for breaking those rules 
before they get a phone.

Mouth watering venison tips by Amish Cook

Is everyone enjoying this 
pleasant fall weather before 
winter sets in? With October 
and November rolling around, 
the deer hunters are spending 
time in the woods once more. 
Deer meat has been a tremen¬ 
dous blessing in our communi¬ 
ty in the past years. With having 
a large quantity of deer in our 
area, hunters help keep the dis¬ 
ease rate down. In areas with 
lots of deer and few hunters, the 
deer end up with a lot of sick¬ 
nesses and diseases sweeping 
through and killing large num¬ 
bers of them. 

This summer my husband 
Daniel promised Julia that he’d 
take her along bow hunting. He 
explained to her the importance 
of holding still and not talking 
too loudly on the stand. Natu¬ 
rally, she was all excited and 
impressed with the idea. She 
informed him that once she’s 
big she is also going to go hunt¬ 
ing. “And, Daddy,” she said. “If 
you go hunting with me, you’re 
going to have to hold very still!” 

So recently one day, Daniel 
asked me if Julia and I would 
like to go with him that eve¬ 
ning. 

“If I don’t have a chance to 
shoot anything, that is okay,” he 
told me. “I just want Julia to 
have a chance to go out with 
us.” Of course Julia was all for 
it. She felt all grown up espe¬ 
cially when putting on an 
orange stocking cap just like 
Daddy’s. After a good trek we 
arrived at our stand, climbed up 


the ladder, and settled down. 
Julia sat between the two of us. 
At first she just sat there glued 
to the spot, barely even blink¬ 
ing, not saying a word for fear 
of spooking the deer. 

“You’re doing better than 
even Mom and Dad,” we 
praised her. For a 3 year old she 
did a fantastic job even though 
she was tired of it by the time 
the sun set. Unfortunately, 
Daniel didn’t have any chance 
to shoot anything, yet at the 
same time it made special mem¬ 
ories of time spent together. 

As a young girl my Dad 
would occasionally take us chil¬ 
dren along deer hunting. On 
days we didn’t go along we 
anxiously waited for his return 
in hopes to hear a success story. 
Sometimes when it was suitable 
he would take us children with 
him to help us drag the deer out 
of the woods. 

We as a family relied heavily 
on deer as a primary source of 
meat. Now with being married 
to a hunter I’m also blessed with 
an ample supply of venison. I 
have fond memories of getting 
together with my cousins on 
winter evenings to help each 
other butcher deer. We like saw¬ 
ing the steaks to be marinated 
and grilled or fried. Most of the 
venison is trimmed off and 
grinded. The buck meat, which 
tends to have a stronger flavor, 
is used to make bologna. Occa¬ 
sionally we also make hot dogs 
or jerky which is always a treat. 

For those of you who are 
not used to the venison flavor, 
try adding taco seasoning while 
browning it. My mother discov¬ 
ered that really helps cover the 
game flavor. 

I’ll include a venison meat¬ 
ball recipe. My mother and I 
have made hundreds of these. 
They freeze very well so I like 
making a large batch and put¬ 
ting a bunch in the freezer for 
easy meals in the weeks to 
come. 

In spite of growing up with

a dad and three brothers that 
enjoyed hunting, it never 
appealed to me to go hunting 
myself. Well, some how things 
changed. I had planned to 
share my story but it looks like 
I won’t have enough space this 
week. Perhaps we’ll have to save 
it for later. 

Variations I like to try from 
time to time are adding some 
liquid smoke to the meatball 
recipe (not just the sauce) or 
sage seasoning. I also like substi¬ 
tuting some of the milk with 
ketchup or barbecue sauce, so 
there is room to experiment 
with this recipe according to 
your family’s taste! 

Barbecued Venison 
Meatballs: 
Ingredients: 

3 pounds ground venison 
13/4 cup milk 
1 cup quick oats 
1 cup cracker crumbs 
3 eggs 

1 teaspoon chili powder 
1 teaspoon onion salt 

1 teaspoon garlic salt 
salt & pepper 

Barbecue Sauce 

2 cups ketchup 
3/4 cup brown sugar 
1 tablespoon mustard 
1 tablespoon vinegar 
11/2 teaspoon liquid smoke 

Directions: 

In a large bowl, combine 
the ground venison, milk, oats, 
cracker crumbs, eggs, and sea¬ 
sonings. Stir or knead until the 
meat mixture is well-combined. 
Shape the meat into 1 1/2 inch 
balls. Place the balls on cookie 
sheets and bake at 350°F until 
no longer pink inside, approxi¬ 
mately 15-20 minutes.
